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JUDGING THE BOOKS 
O DOUBT the Armenians mean 

N little, and that vaguely, to you. 
Probably you recall them as the perpet- 
ual sufferers of the Great War, for 
whom drives were always being made. 
Or you have heard them described as 
shrewd business men, wily, oily, Orien- 
tal horse traders. But, generally, you 
could exist without them. 

Well, after reading every one of the 
817 pages of Franz Werfel’s “40 Days 
of Musa Dagh”’—which you are hereby 
enjoined to do immediately—you will 
have your eyes opened to a truly dif- 
ferent picture: the picture of a down- 
trodden but dignified race. The Werfel, 
who is a great Jewish poet now in ex- 
ile from The Hitler, has taken an ac- 
tual and obscure event in the World 
War—the forty-day defense of Musa 
Dagh and spun it into a tremendous 
epic of human tragedy, making a book 
that will nestle snugly and rightfully 
alongside Tolstoi, Feuchtwanger, Hom- 
er, Sienkiewicz and the other mouth- 
fillers. 

The story is tragically splendid, con- 
cerning the return of Gabriel Bagrad- 
ian, an Armenian intellectual to his own 
country just before the war. He brings 
with him his French wife and their son. 
Bagradian is an officer in the Turkish 
reserve and, no sooner home than old 
racial sympathies spring up in him and, 
curiously, in his son. The war starts and 
the Turks, under cover of its general 
confusion, commence a subtle offensive 
against the Armenians. Instead of fore- 
ing them to go to war, they send them 
into lethal exile. Village after village 
is emptied, cruelly, ruthlessly, and 
thousand after thousand is forced to 
march among atrocity to certain death 
i the Asia Minor desert. Eventual- 
lv Gabriel Bagradian’s town is ordered 
to evacuate. But Gabriel, his national- 
ism roused, refuses to obey and gathers 
his townspeople — 5000 strong — to a 
stronghold on Musa Dagh—Mt. Moses 
—where they fight unto the death 
against the furious and almost unsuc- 
cessful Turkish attack. Lack of food 
alone defeating them. They, Gabriel 
and his pals, are killed—gloriously in 
the manner of the Greek heroes. 

There is a curious parallelism between 
the relations of these unfortunate 
stoogelike Armenians and the Turks, 
and the Jews and Hitler. The Turks, 
as do the Nazis, hate the unfortunates 
obviously out of brutal enviousness. 


W E HAVE lately had a curious ex- 
perience. We read every word 
of Joseph Roth’s “Tarabas,” we enjoyed 
it immensely, yet after finishing the 
book we had no idea what it was all 
about. Consulting the publishers and 
other wise gents, we discover that we 
were not alone in our mystic miasma.
